will be v isible during the month of 
February . 
It is witnessed each ev e­ 
ning about sun set, when the v iew is 
not obstructed 
by clouds, and has 
been characterized 
the 
wooing of 
Venus and J upiter. 
It is v isible to 
the naked ey e and the use of a tele­ 
scope is not required. 
In the scientific terms of astron­ 
omers the scene is “ the most beauti­ 
ful configuration of the planets to

Translated into ordinary lan­ 
guage they mean that the western 
heav ens are dominated by two un­ 
usually bright stars. 
They are v is­ 
ible almost immediately after sun­ 
set, almost directly in the southwest, 
half way to the zenith. 
The npper 
star is J upiter which is more than 
fiv e times the earth’s distance from 
the sun. 
The lower star is Venus 
and is 6 7 ,000 
miles from 
the sun. 
The two stars are unusually bright 
but it is their action that is of inter­ 
est at this time. 
Watching 
the two planets 
from 
night to night it is discov ered that 
they are mov ing towards each other. 
On February 
13, 
tomorrow night, 
they are scheduled to be in conjunc­ 
tion. 
Among planets as among mortals, 
howev er, familiarity seems to breed 
contempt. 
For, after such close a s ­ 
sociation with J upiter, Venus passe» 
him and mov es higher in the heav ens. 
Meanwhile an interested man in the 
moon takes liv ely concern in the cel­ 
estial courting. 
The flight of Venus continues until 
April 24, when 
.she 
apparently re­ 
grets hasty action and, after hesita- 


B R A H A M L IN C O L N , the six teenth president of the 
United States, was born in Hardin County , K y ., on 
February 12, 18 09 , being the son of Thomas Lincoln, 
a laboring farmer. 
W hile he was still a boy , his father 
mov ed to Illinois; there Lincoln began life as a laborer in the 
bush, building rail fences— a circumstance which gained for him 
in after y ears the designation of “ the rail-splitter” — also working 
as a common sailor on the flat boats which nav igated the Missis­ 
sippi Riv er. 
W hile thus employ ed he picked up a little learning, 
and gav e all his spare time to reading what books came his way . 
H e serv ed as captain of militia during the Indian trouble in the 
Northwest and in 18 3 4 was elected to the Illinois Legislature. 
Three y ears later he was admitted to the bar, and met with much 
success as an adv ocate. 
In 18 4 7 he was elected to Congress, 
where 
he 
supported 
the 
W hig Party , and became 
conspicuous as an oppon­ 
ent of slav ery . T he W hig 
Party was broken up after 
the 
Presidential 
Election 
of 
18 3 2, and two y ears 
later 
he 
appeared 
as 
a 
leader of the newly or­ 
ganized Republican Party . 
H e made 
sev eral 
unsuc­ 
cessful attempts to obtain a 
seat in the Senate. 
In 
18 6 0, 
howev er, 
he 
was 
raised to the highest office 
in the Republic. 
T he National Republi­ 
can 
Conv ention 
met 
at 
Chicago in J une of that 
y ear, and up to the elev enth hour it was supposed that Mr. Chase, 
of the state of Ohio, and Mr. Bates, of Missouri, would div ide 
the v otes of the western delegation; but they were suddenly aban­ 
doned, and Mr. Lincoln was brought forward in their stead. 
T he 
local pressure was so great that he carried the nomination ov er 
Mr. Seward, and was elected President in Nov ember, 1 8 6 0 . 
T he result of the election was tremendous. 
Nearly all the 
Southern States seceded from the Union before the new President 
was inaugurated. 
Then came the attack on Fort Sumter and the 
terrible Civ il W ar, which for four long y ears dev astated the 
Southern States of the Union. 
Lincoln’s tact and serv ices during 
these four y ears are too well known to be recounted. 
A t the ex piration of his term of office he was re-elected to the 
Presidency , and liv ed to see the ultimate success of the Federal 
arms, and the surrender of Richmond and the army of General 
Robert E. Lee. 
W hile on a v isit to the Ford I heater, W ash­ 
ington, April 14 , 18 6 5 , Abraham Lincoln was shot through the 
head by an actor named J ohn W ilkes Booth; he passed away on 
the following morning.
